One youth who has a 
good grip of the Greek language, said that they found the Greek 
Liturgy difficult to understand. What of the people who have little 
or no experience with the Greek Language? Are they strong enough 

to persist? Ultimately, the answer lies in your hands!, but the 


church is always open for those people who seek to learn.
